Laos’ Phouma asking 


for more U. S. aid

VIENTIANE (UPn - Prince Souvanna 
Phouma said today he is asking the 
United States for more weapons and 
equipment so his men will be at least 
equal to invading 
North 
Vietnamese 
troops in firepower. 
He repeated to a news conference an 
earlier disclosure that he might be will­ 
ing to accept North Vietnam’s use of 
the Ho Chi Minh trail if Hanoi with­ 
draws its other forces from the rest 
of Laos. 
The current Communist offensive, Sou­ 
vanna said, involves guerrilla troops 
“ superior in numbers and armament’’ 
to his own and he wants more American 
aid “ to at least equal the firepower of 
the enemy.’’ 
The Laotian chief of state refused com­ 
ment on unconfirmed reports that if he 
accepts the North Vietnamese presence 
on the Ho Chi Minh Trail and the Com­ 
munists withdraw from other areas, then 
he will ask the United States to stop its 
bombing campaign. 
“ I cannot answer that question,’’ Sou­ 
vanna said at a news conference. 
He said he told Hanoi’s ambassador 
to Laos last year he would accept use of 
the trail by North Vietnamese troops 


if the rest of the Communist forces 
would withdraw from what he termed the 
“ important regions of Laos.” 


“ We do not want to see destruction 
of our homes, villages and economy,” 
Souvanna said, noting the Ho Chi Minh 
trail runs through a sparsely - popula­ 
ted region while the North Vietnamese 
are advancing on population areas in 
their current offensive. 
The prince said the U.S. bombing of 
the Ho Chi Minh trail and North Viet­ 
namese troops on the Plain of Jars was 
not a violation of the 1962 Geneva Con­ 
vention, which declared Laos’ neutrality 
and forbade outside military intervention 
by such signatories as Hanoi and Wash­ 
ington. 


“ You 
must 
understand effect and 
cause,” Souvanna said of the American 
bombing campaign. “ The cause is the 
North Vietnamese interference in Laos. 
‘“ If you have withdrawal of North 
Vietnamese troop, the U.S. bombing will 
cease at once.** 
The United States would most likely 
oppose this, for Secretary of Defense 
Melvin R. Laird and other Nixon admin­ 
istration officials

States and Mexico expect to reach agree­ 
ment next week on a cooperative program 
to crack down on marijuana and narco­ 
tics traffic across the border, govern­ 
ment sources predicted today. 
The prediction came as the negotia­ 
tions were upgraded to Cabinet level be­ 
ginning Monday. At a Washington confer­ 
ence, Attorney General John N. Mitch­ 
ell will lead the U.S. delegation and Mex­ 
ico’s attorney general, Julio Sanchez 
Vargas, will represent his government. 
Another U.S. agreement with Turkey 
and France, aimed at stemming the smug­ 
gling of heroin into this country, was 
announced Thursday.

The Weather Bureau’s latest 
report on visibility for the long- 
waited eclipse predicted wide­ 
spread cloudiness along the 
narrow band of the East Coast 
where the eclipse will be total. 
The 
best 
place 
to 
be, 
authorities 
said, would be at 
the Isthmus of Tehuantepec in 
Mexico, where the 
luckier 
scientists were busy setting up 
their 
equipment and priests 
were busy assuring the popu­ 
lace the end of the world was 
not at hand. 
The 
worst 
place 
to 
be, 
according to Dr. Kaj Strand of 
the U.S. Naval Observatory, 


would be in a chicken coop. He 
recalled 
during an eclipse 
seminar at Jacksonville, Fla., 
that in 1878, during the last 
eclipse comparable to Satur­ 
day’s, Thomas A. Edison setup 
his instruments in a Wyoming 
chicken coop. 
When the sun dimmed the 
chickens came in to roost, he 
said, and the great scientist 
“ spent so much time fighting 
the birds and spitting feathers 
that he only got 10 seconds to 
observe anything before the sun 
came out.”

Molotov cocktails everybody 
has heard about. 
But not too many

have seen these home-made fire 
bombs. 
The eight intact fire bombs 
which are playing a part in in­ 
dictments stemming 
from the 
Isla Vista student 
disorders 
were 
an 
object of curiosity 
this week in the county clerk’s 
office. They were stored there 
tem porarily as court evidence. 
That is, they were u^til it be­ 
came necessary 
to move this 
court evidence 
because of ap­ 
prehension by women employes 
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that th<‘y might bp accidentally 
exploded. 
Chief Court Clerk Fred Bak­ 
er said he ordered the fire 
bombs — soft 
drink 
bottles 
filled with 
high-octane 
gaso­ 
line — removed from 
an ante 
room in the court clerk’s quar­ 
ters 
because of complaints. 
Women 
staffers complained 
they were almost nauseated by 
the smell of gasoline. 
Also, 
they told Baker they were afraid 
someone might toss a discard­ 
ed match or cigarette in the 
direction of thp waste basket 
containing the bombs. 
The waste basket had a sign 
saying: “ Do not touch.” 
Baker said he had 
put rub­ 
ber stoppers over the gas-fill­ 
ed bottles and wrapped them in 
plastic.

George Murphy, a member 
of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, says he “ reluctant­ 
ly” would vote to use American

The senator also believes 18- 
year-olds should be allowed to 
vote -a contention which puts 
him

fellow Republican Ronald Rea­ 
gan. 
Murphy talked about Laos, 
Vietnam, youth, politics and his 
health Thursday during news 
conferences in Los Angeles, 
Sacramento and San Francisco 
after 
formally 
becoming 
a 
candidate for re-election to a 
second term . 
Asked 
whether 
he 
would 
support sending American fight­ 
ing men into Laos, the senator 
replied: 
“ If 
the 
administration 
brought proof, evidence that it 
was in the best interest of the 
security of the United States ... 
that we needed ground troops, I 
would 
most 
certainly under 
those conditions vote for them, 
reluctantly.” 
But he said “ there is no 
intention 
to 
create 
another 
Vietnam” in Laos. 
Murphy said he agrees with 
stepped-up American bombing 
in Laos. 
Regarding Vietnam, Murphy 
said, “ I think we can see the 
end in the not-too-distant future 
... The progress of Vietnamiza- 
tion is going on schedule and in 
some areas is a little bit ahead 
of schedule.” 
The 67-year-old senator was 
asked whether he believes 18- 
year-olds should be allowed to 
vote and he replied yes. 
“ 1 am inclined to think that 
most 18-year-olds should have 
the right to vote,” he said. 
“ I’m not nearly as pessimistic 
about the present generation as 
some of our citizens ... I don’t 
think they’re all destructive. I 
think we’re coming into an era 
of real bright, forward, fresh- 
looking youths.” 
He said giving them the right 
to 
vote 
in presidential and 
senatorial elections “ might be 
good for a start.”

Boyle’s election victory 
over the since-murdered Joseph

“ I 
regard the concept of 
indicting people for conspiracy 
to be one of the most dangerous 
concepts in American law,” 
Goldberg said in a speech to 
students 
at

Columbia 
University Law School. 
“ Conspiracy is the last resort 
of a 
prosecutor 
who lacks 
evidence to convict on substan­ 
tive charges. There is scarcely 
a person (connected with the 
1968 Chicago riots) who could 
not be convicted of conspiracy 
under 
the 
law 
as 
it 
now 
stands.” 
None of the Chicago Seven 
was convicted of conspiracy, 
but five of them were found 
guilty of individual acts which 
helped to incite the riots which 
m arred the Democratic Nation­ 
al Convention in 1968.

seven and their attorneys to jail 
on charges 
of 
contempt of 
court.

Two more UC Santa Barbara 
students and an Isla Vista res­ 
ident not a student are in cus­ 
tody as a result of Grand Jury 
indictments stemming from the 
rioting in Isla Vista near the 
campus last week. 
At the same time, a Santa 
Barbara City council member, 
William Sayre, has called on 
Chancellor Vernon I. Cheadle 
to resign his post at the UCSB 
campus inGoleta Valley. 
In other developments, 
a 
spokesman for the district at­ 
torney’s office said he is busy 
preparing more cases involv­ 
ing Isla Vista rioting to be 
presented to the Grand Jury 
next Tuesday morning. 
Taken into custody following 
issuance of bench warrants by 
Presiding Superior Judge Floyd 
C. Dodson were the following: 
Donald A. Gesslinge, 20, and 
Jeffrey Schoppert, 20, UCSB 
students residing at6610-BTri- 
go Fd., Isla Vista, and Rich­ 
ard E. Fiske, 20, of the same 
address, declared not a univer­ 
sity student. Each is charged 
with five counts alleging as­ 
sault on a peace officer with a 
deadly weapon, conspiracy to 
commit assault on a peace offi­ 
cer, possession of narcotics 
paraphernalia, and possession 
of a deadly weapon in violation 
of the governor’s emergency 
regulations covering the Isla 
Vista 
area. Two of the five 
counts involve alleged assault. 
The three youths taken into

three of them UCSB students, as 
made public Tuesday.

• The business district consists of a couple of gas 


stations, a few small shops, some real estate 


offices —and a bank. A large campus of the 


University of California is nearby. All in all, a 


normal American suburban community—perhaps very much 


like the one you live or work in. Normal, that is, until 


Wednesday, February 25, when violence shattered the 


peaceful calm of Isla Vista. 


At about 8:30 p.m. on the night of February 25, 


rampaging demonstrators —students and non-students— 


protesting the “ capitalist establishment” converged on the 


community’s small business district. 


Several prote.sters rolled a gasoline-soaked trash bin 


through a smashed front door in a Bank of America branch 


and set it ablaze. Other students extinguished the fire. 


But just before midnight, with the angry crowd in a frenzy, 


the branch was set ablaze again. While police and fire 


officials were held at bay by a rock-throwing mob, the bank 


was gutted by fire and totally destroyed. A police patrol 


car was overturned and burned. Numerous other fires 


were started. Windows were smashed and life and 


property threatened. 


These events took place in a community called Isla 


Vista. They could have happened in your community. They 


can happen anywhere and with even more disastrous results. 


Why did the eruption in Isla Vista take place? 


Participants in the violence say it was a protest 


against the “ capitalist establishment,” “ the war in Vietnam,” 


“ the Chicago trial,” “ student repression,” “ police brutality,” 


and a list of other grievances against America in 1970. 


Some of these grievances are real, some are fanciful and 


others are false. But all deserve to be aired. To the 


degree that they are not aired, are not taken seriously, 


Americans break faith with their young. 


But all Americans, young and old, liberal and 


conservative, lose by violence. Violence and destruction 


are the seeds of anarchy and tyranny —whether it be the 


tyranny of the extreme right or the extreme left. 


We believe the time has come for Americans 


to unite in one cause: a rejection, total and complete, of 


violence as a means of political dissent. 


All of us, young or old, liberal or conservative, 


have for too long been silent on the issue of violence. We 


have been afraid of labels or slogans that w'ould brand 


us as either arch conservatives or traitors to a liberal cause. 


Such sloganeering does all of us a grave injustice. 


Let us, as a nation, find once again our ability to 


distinguish between protest and revolt; between dissent and 


chaos; between demonstration and destruction; between 


non-violence and violence. 


Let us cease to condemn those who disagree with 


us, but let us also be prompt and resolute in putting an end 


to violence in our land. 


To this end we applaud the courageous response 


of many dedicated public officials. They deserve the 


cooperation of all citi/cns. Lhey will have ours. 


Every American has a right tt> walk the streets in 


safety. No polemic shoukl be allowed to obseure this right 


Your wife or husband, son or daughter ought lo be safe 


in visiting a supermarket, a filling staliiin or a bank — 


regardless of whether another nniy choose to reject that 


institution as an onerous symbol. 


It is for these reasons that we plan to re-open tun 


Isla Vista branch on Monday, March 
We reaiize that 


there is danger in this course t)f action. But we believe the 


greater danger to ourselves and lo all of the people in 


this nation is to be intimiilated by mtib violence. WV* refuse 


to be so intimidated.

Matter of responsibility 


There is no denying that universities, in most cases, have 
leaned over backwards to adjust to the idea of greater student 
participation in university operations. But, little has been said 
of a fundamental question concerning expansion of student 
powers. 
The president of Hofstra University, Dr.Clifford Lord, touch­ 
ed on this question when he said, " . . . I think one of the main 
problems of student governance is the very real problem of re­ 
sponsibility in a population which is in constant turnover to a 
degree that is not true of faculty, administration and trustees 
. . . ” Dr. Lord was referring, of course, to the fact that stu- 


dent bodies change with each graduating class while the conti­ 
nuity of the university management must continue uninterrupt­ 
ed. 
It would seem that there must be recognition of the ultimate 
responsibility that rests with the administrators who devote 
their lives to the welfare and progress of a university, just as 
there must be recognition of the fact that attending an institu­ 
tion of higher learning is in reality a privilege rather than a 
right — a privilege 
that heretofore has been reserved to 
those who could demonstrate certain scholastic accomplish­ 
ments. Dr. Lord’s point is well made.

In Fresno a number of government of­ 
ficials spoke against a Santa Fe Rail­ 
road proposal to drop Us last passen­ 
ger train serving the San Joaquin Valley. 
Santa Fe wants to eliminate the San 
Francisco Chief passenger service be­ 
cause it is losing $7 million a year. 
Granted, the public needs a measure 
of protection when getting involved in 


such necessities as transportation, util­ 
ities, and so forth, but it seems a few 
basic freedoms are being tampered with 
when a private company is forced to op­ 
erate with such huge losses. 


In a similar area — the government 
tampering in private enterprise — a bill 
has been introduced to allow the state 
to grant loans to newly graduated doc­ 
tors to entice them to practice in rural 
areas. 
Portions of the loan plus the interest 
would be cancelled each year that the 
doctor remains in the rural area. 
There are many factors pro and con on 
the matter of course, but one basic 
one is the elimination of the humanitar­ 
ian aspect of a doctor wanting to work 
in a rural area. 
The bill would allow him to go there 
for the money 
— the same reason, 
we are led to believe, that doctors are 
now staying in the cities. 


Still another bill, recently introduced 
to the state legislature, infringing on 
private enterprise, would enable the state 
to go into the automobile insurance bus­ 
iness. 
This would make it possible, of course, 
for everyone to carry liability insurance 
on their vehicles at reduced rates and 
insure 
the 
protection 
of everyone 
involved in an accident. 
But the lower rates would put many 
private companies out of business.

Washington Calling by Marquis Childs 
Disastrous visit 


NEW YORK - The visit of President 
Georges Pompidou 
is, 
to put no finer 
point on it, a disaster, even if it had not 
been for the deal to supply Libva with 
110 jet fighter planes, the decision to 
make a state visit to the United States at 
this time was the initial folly. 
In the era of dem­ 
onstrations, 
violence 
and street bands the 
day of the state vis­ 
it is long since past. 
It 
is an anachronism 
that can generate no­ 
thing but trouble. The 
theory 
that the visit 
might produce closer 
ties 
with 
France, 
following 
on 
Presi­ 
dent 
Nixon’s 
over­ 
ture on his European tour, was down 
the drain with the announcement of the 
sale 
of the Mirage plane to Libya. It 
should 
have been possible to find 
a 
diplomatic 
way to postpone the visit, 
if not to cancel it. 
The damage 
that 
has been done 
will take a long time to repair. The 
French 
president 
was, after all, a 
guest of the President 
of the United 
States. 
The resentment in France, re­ 
gardless of individual 
feelings about 
the deal with the pro-Nasser 
regime 
in Libya, 
will cut right across the be­ 
ginning 
effort to bring France back 
into the NATO fold. 
The shouting, placard - carrying dem­ 
onstrators 
ringing the Waldorf - As­ 
toria have done their cause great harm. 
That 
President Nixon 
would grant 
Israel 
permission to buy 
jet fighters 
in this country has been taken for grant 
ed. 
The assumption has been that he 
would not talk about numbers but would 
issue a general statement asserting the 
need for Israel 
to maintain sufficient 
defensive strength in view of the Soviet 
Union’s rearming of Egypt. 
That decision now becomes more dif­ 
ficult. 
How long it will be delayed no 
one can say. But the President cannot 
seem to act in response to street dem­ 
onstrations. And having to try to make 
up to Pompidou for what the French 
head of state felt were humiliating in­ 
dignities will surely not soften the Nix­ 
on approach. 
There could hardly be better proof 
of the futility —the wrong - headedness 
— of the demonstration tactic. They are 
an irritant or worse, exacerbating opin­ 
ion in this country. 
The reaction to the demonstrations and 
violence out of the trial of the Chicago 7 
is another proof of how counterproduc­ 
tive this business is. Defense Attorney 
William Kunstler put it very well when 
in an almost hysterical 
telecast 
he 
said 
the swing to the right was be­ 
coming a stampede. 
And the conduct 
of the defense staff and their clients 
have contributed immeasurably to that 
stampede. The destruction and violence 
in and around the University of Cali­ 
fornia Campus at Santa Barbara as seen 
on the nation’s television screens angers 
the average citizen. 
The repercussions in foreign policy 
of the Pompidou 
fiasco are alipost as 
damaging. Later this year the French 
president is going to Moscow on a dip­ 
lomatic 
mission. The Soviet Union will 
go all out to do the honors. In however 
small 
a degree that will accentuate 
Franee’s swing to the east. 
Moscow and Paris can make common 
cause in the Middle East. Their com­ 
mon 
interest is oil. 
And, for the So­ 
viets, 
penetration into the Mediter­ 
ranean 
and beyond fulfills an ambition 
dating back to the czars. 
That the United Nations is located 
here in this great city with its diverse 
and conflicting passions is 
in itself a 
misfortune. 
On several occasions the 
city has had to spend large sums of 
money protecting heads of government 
and foreign ministers here for U.N, 
sessions. The most conspicuous 
oc­ 
casion was when Nikita Krushchev came 
to the General Assembly to berate the 
United States and pound his shoe 
on 
his desk. The cost to the city to hold 
back the demonstrating mobs is said to 
have been $1,500,000. 
F ranсe’s wise ambassador to Wash­ 
ington, Charles Lucet, has understood 
from the outset the hazards in the state 
visit now ending with such unhappy con­ 
sequences. 
A flood of abusive 
mail 
came into the embassy, including even 
threats on Pompidou’s life. While Lucet 
could pass on his own concern he was 


powerless to stop the course of events 
long before set in motion. 
The 
French president should be duly 
impressed by the action of the Ameri­ 
can President in coming to stand at his 
side and thereby counteract 
in part at 
least the unpleasantness of the massed 
demonstrations 
in Chicago and New 
York. 
It is a gesture bound to improve 
the Nixon image. 
By contrast, Mayor 
Lindsay, 
absenting himself from the 
city and playing puerile politics with the 
visit, looked childish. 
There is one individual who is sure- 


ly 
chortling over the whole unhappy 
episode. 
One can almost 
hear Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle at his retreat 
at 
Colombey Les Deux 
Eglises saying, 
“ this is just what I have always be­ 
lieved about America. I warned Pompi­ 
dou. 
Now he is learning for himself.” 
What an irony that Pompidou should have 
been 
moving away 
from the dictates 
of Le Grand Charles and correspond­ 
ingly closer to France’s 
once-close 
partner.

Mississippi leads 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
In 
Mississippi’s 
capital, Jackson, 
there is one high school with 600 white 
and 500 black students. In another, the 
totals are 700 blacks and 600 whites. 
One white student I know of has five 
black teachers of a total of six. 
Of the city’s 55 public schools at all 
levels, 43 are inte­ 
grated. Even under

integrate them. Jack­ 
son has no school bus system. 
Today Mississippi probably has pro­ 
portionately more public school integra­ 
tion than any Deep South state, and the 
percentage of blacks in previously all 
white or largely white schools may rise 
still further. 
Of the state’s 148 school districts, 44 
are operating under some kind of volun­ 
tary integration plan worked out with 
HEW officials under the 1964 civil rights 
law. Some of these are getting a new 
look and could be given heavier black 
student representation. 
Some 46 districts have been integra­ 
ted under federal court direction since 
the U.S. Supreme Court last Oct. 29 
ordered immediate action in the Alex­ 
ander v. Holmes decision involving some 
30 districts. (Of the 46, six have been 
“ resegregated,” 
with white students 
pulling out completely after integration 
orders took effect.) 
Another 20 or so Mississippidistricts 
are under older federal court integration 
orders, bringing to roughly 110 of 148 
the number either under court directive 
or voluntarily integrated. Among the re­ 
mainder, about 30 have refused to sign 
compliance agreements with HEW and 
have had their federal funds cut off. 
The picture all this gives, of what is 
going on in Mississippi, is vastly dif­ 
ferent from that imagined by most north­ 
erners. And, it must be said, television 
and most other news media outside the 
South have not helped to paint a care­ 
ful portrait. 
The impression evidently held widely 
in the North is that up until the Supreme 
Court spoke on Oct. 29, virtually noth­ 
ing had happened in Mississippi — and 
that since severe integration orders be­ 
gin taking effect most white Mississip- 
pians have been at the barricades in 
firm resistance. 
The fact is that last fall, before the 
Alexander - Holmes decision, about 12 
per cent of the state’s Negro population 
was 
in previously 
all • white public 
schools. That compared with a South- 
wide average of perhaps 18 per cent and 
a national average of 23 per cent. 
Today, integration in Mississippi in­ 
volves almost 50 per cent of the black 
school population, and most of this in­ 
crease has occurred in just the last 
several weeks. 
Admittedly, the change is the result 
of the strong compulsion given by re­ 
cent Supreme Court decisions. Neverthe­ 
less, the change is astonishing. As one 
thoughtful Mississippi source observes: 
“ It represents the most total uproot­ 
ing of people ever done anywhere in 
the country in so short a time.” 
Hypocritical northern liberals who 
make a career out of punishing the South 
verbally would be hard put to point out 
anything even remotely similar in the 
northern big cities. 


Among 40 Mississippi districts inte­ 
grated but not resegregated under the 
Alexander vs. Holmes edict, racial ra­ 
tios sometimes are as high as 70-30 
black to white, or even 80-20. Yet the 
white students are in regular attendance, 
as in dozens of those areas voluntarily 
desegregated or affected by the other 
court orders. 
Of course, there has been a white exo­ 
dus from the public schools in some 
places, mostly districts within the 15 of 
82 Mississippi counties with black ma­ 
jorities up to 5 to 1. The number of 
known white private schools has risen 
from 32 last September to around 100 
today. And in possibly a dozen districts, 
public schools left wholly black may de­ 
teriorate from local and state fund reduc­ 
tions. 
Yet some key Mississippians think 
the cost burdens and other factors may 
cause many private schools to vanish in 
a few years. The big thing is the mas­ 
sive change Mississippi has managed 
with minimum trouble.
